DEATH AND DISTRESS 


WROUGHT RY TORNADO 


Havana Oct. 20—The cyclone which 
began 
here 
Wednesday 
afternoon 
reached its full fury on Thursday eve­ 
ning. 
The greatest damage occurred in the, 
harbor along the docks. A number of 
smaller and lighter crafts were sunk 
and some small houses were blown 
down. The total number of deaths were 
twenty, all Cubans of the poorer class. 
There were a number of sailors among 
the dead. 
Many small farmers have lost their 
all in the hurricane and are in great 
distress. Matanzas City is practically un­ 
injured, only a few house sustaining 
damage. 
No less of life is yet repor­ 
ted outside of Havana but a message 
received says five persons were injured 
at Nunez. 
All street car service in Havana was 
par&lized and communication with out 
side points was impossible. The tele­ 
graph service was annihiliaed. 


The first train to come into the city 
since the storm was the San Diego ex­ 
press which 
arrived last afternoon. 
Passengers report that the devastation 
does not reach far into the eastward. 
Havana recovered quickly from the 
effects of the storm and today, except 
for the presence of a'gang of men, re­ 
planting uprooted trees and the sight 
of wreckage in the harbor, one would 
not know that such a severe storm had 
blown over this end of the Island.

St Lucie, Captain Bravo has sunk off 
the Florida coast. 
One of the excur­ 
sion steamers arrived in port last night 
bringing sixty injured who were taken 
to the hospital, and it is said 28 dead 
bollies will be brought up today. 
It is believed now that a part of the 
Florida Fish and Produce Company’s 
fleet was destroyed. 
Manager Adams 
sent out one of 
their boats Friday morning to lojk for 
the men and boats and on their return 
they reported 
no signs 
of the fleet. 
The fishing nets were found strewn 
upon the shore. 
Captain Bravo says that he anchored 
on the lee side of Elliott Key, 25 miles 
south of Miami, vestesday morning ar-d 
that soon afterwards a tidal wave en­ 
gulfed the Island. 
He says that there were 250 resident! 
on the Island all of whom were lost. 
The St Lucie was crushed by the 
same wave and of the IOO passengers 


on board 28 were killed. 
Captain 
Bravo was seriously injured. 
A barge containing IOO people is said 
to have been torn away from its moor­ 
ing at Elliott Key 
and 
afterwards 
pickl'd up near the Bahama Islands, 50 
of her passengers having been drowned 
The steamer St Lucie belongs to the 
fleet of the Florida east coast railway 
and is employed in carrying workmen 
to and from the 
extension works on 
the Keys. 
Despite the storm warning 
Captain Bravo sailed for Key Sargo 
with a large 
number of 
workmen 
aboard. 
The steamer was caught in the atoms 
and was driven ashore with the awful 
loss of life reported in the foregoing

Tree That Gives Light. 
Among freaks of nature

Geronimo, untamed man killer, un­ 
reconstructed 
savage, 
wily, 
blood­ 
thirsty and Gruel, now an aged, hope­ 
less, helpless, dying prisoner, has told 
the complete story of his life. 
His 
autobiography, which has been edited 
for him by S. M. Barrett, with full per­ 
mission and consent of the war de­ 
partment, is about to be published. It 
makes a long, weird and intensely in­ 
teresting story, as will be noted by 
portions reproduced here, 
says 
the 
New York Herald. 
Mr. Barrett, after gaining the confi­ 
dence of the old Apache, led him to 
tell of his birth, his early days and 
his warfare on other Indians and pale­ 
faces. 
Of his battles with Miles and Crook, 
of what he calls the injustice done to 
the Indian, the old savage writes: 
“Perhaps the greatest wrong ever 
done to the Indians was the treat­ 
ment received by our tribe from the 
United States troops about 1863. The 
chief of our tribe, Mangus Colorado, 
went to make a treaty of peace for our 
people with the white settlem ent at 
I Apache Tejo, N. M. It had been 
re­ 
ported to us that the white men in 
this settlem ent were more friendly 
I and more reliable than those in Ari- 


j zona, that they would live up to their 
! treaties and would not wrong the In- 
' dians. 
“Mangus-Colorado, with three other 
; warriors, went to Apache Tejo and 
held a council with these citizens and 


I soldiers. 
They told him that if he 
| would come with his tribe and live 
near them they would issue to him, 
from the government, blankets, flour, 
provisions, beef and all manner 
of 
supplies. 
Our chief promised to re­ 
turn to Apache Tejo within two weeks. 
When he came back to our settlement 
he assembled the whole tribe in coun­ 
cil. 
I did not believe that the people 
at Apache Tejo would do as they said 
and therefore I opj>osed the plan, but 
It was decided that with part of the 
tribe Mangus-Colorado should return 
to Apache Tejo and receive an issue 
of rations and supplies, lf they were 
as represented, and lf these white 
men would keep the treaty faithfully, 
the remainder of the tribe would join 
him and we would make our perma­ 
nent home at Apache Tejo. 
I was to 
remain in charge of that portion of 
the tribe which stayed in Arizona. We 
gave almost all of our arms and am­ 
munition to the party going to Apache 
Tejo, so that in case there should be 
treachery they would be prepared for 
any surprise. 
Mangus-Colorado 
and 
about half of our people went to New 
Mexico, happy that now they had 
found white men who w’ould be kind 
to them, and with whom they could 
live In peace and plenty. 
Claim s Comrades Were Slain. 
“No word ever came to 
use from 
them. 
From other sources, however, 
we heard that they had been treacher­ 
ously captured and slain. 
In this di 
lemma we did not know just exactly 
what to do, but fearing that the troops 
who bad captured them would attack 
us, we retreated Into the mountains 
near Apache Tejo. 
“During the weeks that followed 
the departure of our people we had 
been in suspense, and, failing to pro­ 
vide more supplies, had exhausted all 
of our store of provisions. 
This was 
another reason for moving camp. On 
this retreat, while passing through the 
mountains, we discovered four men 
with a herd of cattle. Two of the men 
were in front In a buggy and two 
were behind on horseback. We killed 
all four, but did not scalp them; they 
were not warriors. We drove the cat­ 
tle back into the mountains, made a 
camp .and began to kill the cattle and 
pack the meat. 
“Before we had finished this work 
we were surprised and attacked by 
United States troops, who killed in 
ill seven Indians—one warrior, three 
women and three children. 
The gov­ 
ernment troops were mounted, and so 
were we, but we were poorly armed, 
having given most of our weapons to 
the division of our tribe that had gone 
to Apache Tejo, so we fought mainly 
with spears, bows, and arrows. 
At 
first I had a spear, a bow and a few 
arrows, but in a short time my spear 
and all my arrows were gone. 
Once 
I was wounded, but by dodging from 
side to side of my horse as he ran I 
escaped. 
During this fight we scat­ 
tered in all directions and two days 
later reassembled at our appointed 
place of rendezvous, about 50 miles 
from the scene of this battle. 
Fought With Rocks and Clubs. 
“About ten days later 
the 
same 
United States troops 
attacked 
our 
new camp at sunrise. The fight lasted 
all day, but our arrows and spears 
were all gone before ten o’clock and 
tor the remainder of the day we had 
only rocks and clubs with which to 
fight. We could do little damage with 
these weapons, and at night we moved 
our camp about four miles back into 
the mountains, where it would be hard 
for the cavalry to follow us. The next 
day our scouts, who had been left be­ 
hind to observe the movements of the 
soldiers, returned, 
saying that 
the 
troops had gone back 
toward 
San 
I Carlos reservation. 


A few days after this 
we 
were 
again attacked by another company of 
United States troops. Just before this 
fight we had been joined by a band of 
Chokonen Indians under Cochise, who 
took command of both divisions. We 
were repulsed and decided to disband. 
"After we had disbanded our tribe 
the Bedonkohe Apaches reassembled 
near their old camp, vainly waiting 
for the return of Mangus-Colorado and 
our kinsmen. 
No tidings came save 
that they had all been treacherously 
slain. 
Then a council was held, and 
as It was believed that Mangus-Colo­ 
rado was dead I was 
elected 
tribe 
chief.” 
Geronimo then relates the tale of 
his capture by American scouts, of his 
imprisonment for four months and his 
subsequent release. 
He continues: 
Feared Further Imprisonment. 
“In the summer of 1883 a rumor 
was current that the 
officers 
were 
again planning to imprison our lead­ 
ers. 
This rumor served to revive the 
memory of all our past wrongs—the 
m assacre in the tent at Apache Pass, 
the fate of Mangus-Colorado, and my 
own 
unjust 
imprisonment. 
which 
might easily have been death to me. 
Just at this time we were told that 
the officers wanted us to come up the 
river above Geronimo to a fort (Fort 
Thomas) to hold a council with them. 
We did not believe that any good 
could come of this conference, or that 
there was any need of it, so we held 
a 
council 
ourselves 
and. 
fearing 
treachery, decided to leave the reser­ 
vation. 
We thought it more manly to 
die on the warpath than to be killed 
In prison. 
“There were In all about 250 
In­ 
dians, chiefly the Bedonkohe and Ned- 
ni Apaches, led by myself and Whoa. 
We went through Apache Pass, and 
just west of there had a fight with the 
United States troops. 
In this battle 
we killed three soldiers and lost none. 
“We went on toward Old Mexico, 
but on the second day after this Unit­ 
ed States soldiers overtook us about 
three o’clock in the afternoon and we 
fought until dark. 
The ground where 
we were attacked was very rough, 
which was to our advantage, for the 
troops were compelled to dismount in 
order to fight us. I do not know how 
many soldiers we killed, but w'e lost 
only one warrior and three children. 
We had plenty of guns and ammuni­ 
tion at this time. 
Many of the guns 
and much ammunition we 
had 
ac­ 
cumulated while living in the reserva­ 
tion, and the remainder we had 
ob­ 
tained 
from 
the 
White 
Mountain 
Apaches when we left the reservation. 
“The troops did not follow us 
any 
longer, so we went south almost 
to 
Casa Grande and camped In the Sierra 
de Saharipa mountains. 
We ranged 
in the mountains of Old 
Mexico for 
about a year, then returned to San 
Carlos, taking with us a herd of cat­ 
tle and horses. 
Horses and Cattie Seized. 
“Soon after we arrived at San Car­ 
los the officer in charge, Gen. Crook, 
took the horses and cattle away from 
us. 
I told him that these w’ere not 
white men s cattle, but belonged to us, 
for we had taken them from the Mex­ 
icans during our wars. 
I also told 
him that we did not intend to kill 
these animals, but that we wished to 
keep them and raise stock on our 
range. 
He would not listen to me, 
but took the stock. 
I went up near 
Fort Apache and Gen. Crook ordered 
officers, soldiers and scouts to see that 
I was arrested. If I offered resistance 
they were instructed to kill me. 
“This information was brought to 
me by the Indians. 
When I learned 
of this proposed action I left for Old 
Mexico, and about four hundred In 
diana went with me. 
They were the 
Bedonkohe, 
Chokenen 
and 
Nednl 
Apaches. 
At this time Whoa was 
dead, and Naiche was the only chief 
with me. We went south into Sonora 
and camped in the mountains. Troops 
followed us, but did not attack us until 
we were camped in the mountains 
west of Casa Grande. 
Here we were 
attacked by government Indian scouts 
One boy was killed and nearly all of 
our women and children were cap 
tined. 
That night we held a council of 
war; our scouts had reported bands of 
United States and Mexican troops at 
many points in the mountains. 
We 
estimated that about two thousand 
soldiers were ranging these mountains 
seeking to capture us. 
Interview with Gen. Crook. 
“Gen. Crook had come down into 
Mexico with the United States troops. 
They were camped in the Sierra de 
Antunez mountains. 
Scouts told me 
that Gen. Crook wished to see me and 
I went to his camp. 
When I arrived 
Gen. Crook said to me, ’Why did you 
Reave the reservation?’ I said: 
’You 
told me that I might live In the reser­ 
vation the same as white people lived. 
One year I raised a crop of corn, and 
gathered and stored it, and the next 
year I put in a crop of oats, and when 
the crop * as almost ready to harvest 
you told your soldiers to put me in 
prison, and lf I resisted to kill me. lf 


been in good circumstances, but in 
stead of that you and the Mexicans 
are bunting me with soldiers.’ 
He 
said: 
’I never gave any such orders; 
the troops at Fort Apache, who spread 
this report, knew that it was untrue.’ 
Then I agreed to go back with him to 
San Carlos. 
“It was hard for me to believe him 
at that time. Now I know that what 
he said was untrue, and I firmly be­ 
lieve that he did issue the orders for 
me to be put in prison or to be killed 
in case I offered resistance. 
“We started with all our tribe to go 
with Gen. Crook back to the United 
States, but I feared treachery and con­ 
cluded to remain in Mexico. We were 
not under any guard at this time. 
The United States troops marched in 
front and the Indians followed, and 
when we became suspicious we turned 
back. 
I do not know how far the 
United States army went after myself 
and some warriors turned back before 
we were missed, and I do not care. 


Capt. Lawton In the Field. 
“Soon Gen. Miles was made com­ 
mander of all the western posts, and 
troops trailed us continually. 
They 
were led by Capt. Lawton, who had 
good scouts. 
The Mexican soldiers 
also became more active and more 
numerous. We had skirmishes almost 
every day, and so we finally decided 
to break up Into small bands. 
With 
six men and four women I made for 
the range of mountains near Hot 
Springs, 
New 
Mexico. 
We 
passed 
many cattle ranches, but had no trou­ 
ble with the cowboys. We killed cat­ 
tle to eat whenever we were in need 
of food, but we frequently suffered 
greatly for wrater. 
At one tme we 
had no water for two days and nights 
and our horses almost died irom thirst. 
We ranged in the mountans of New’ 
Mexico for some time; then, think­ 
ing that perhaps the troops had left 
Mexico, we returned. 
On our return 
through Old Mexico we attacked every 
Mexican found, even if for no other 
reason than to kill. We believed they 
had asked the United States troops to 
come to Mexico to fight us. 
“South of Casa Grande, near a place 
called by the Indians Gosoda, there 
was a road leading out from the town. 
There was much freighting carried on 
by 
the 
Mexicans over this 
road. 
Where the road ran through a moun­ 
tain pass we stayed in hiding, and 
whenever Mexican freighters passed 
we killed them, took what supplies 
we w’anted and destroyed the remaind­ 
er. 
We were reckless of our lives. 


that Gen. Miles was the calef of the 
American troops, and I decided to 
treat with him. 
"I sent my brother Perl co (White 
Horse) with Mr. George Wrattan on 
to Fort Bowie to see Gen. Miles and 
to tell him that we wished to return 
to Arizona; but before these messen­ 
gers returned I met two Indian scouts. 
—Hay Hah, a Chokonen Apache, and 
Marteen, a Nedni Apache. They were- 
serving as scouts for Capt. Lawton’s 
troops. They told me that Gen. Miles 
had come and had sent them to ask 
me to meet him. 
So I went to th e 
camp of the United States troops to* 
meet Gen. Miles. 
Gen. M iles’ Promises. 
“When I arrived at their camp I 
went directly to Gen. Miles and told 
him how I had been wronged and I 
wanted to return to the United States 
with my people, as we wished to see 
our families, who had been captured 
and taken away from us. Gen. Miles 
said to me: 
‘The president of the 
United States has sent me to speak to 
you. 
He has heard of your trouble 
with the white men, and says that if 
you will agree to a few words of treaty 
w’e need have no more trouble. 
Ge­ 
ronimo, if you will agree to a few 
words of treaty ail will be satisfac­ 
torily arranged.’ 
“Then he talked with me for a long 
time and told me what he would do 
for me in the future if I would agree 
to the treaty. I did not hardly believe 
Gen. Miles, but because tile president 
of the United States had sent me word 
I agreed to make the treaty and to 
keep it. Then I asked Gen. Miles what 
the treaty would be. Gen. Miles said 
to me: ‘I will take you under govern­ 
ment protection. 
I will build you a 
house. 
I will fence you much land. 
I will give you cattle, horses, mules 
and farming implements. You will bo 
furnished with men to work the farm, 
for you yourself will not have to wrork. 
In the fall I will send you blankets 
and clothing, so that you will not suf­ 
fer from cold in the winter time. 
“ ‘There is plenty of timber, w ater 
and grass in the land to which I will 
send you. 
You wall live with your 
tribe and with your family. 
If you 
agree to this treaty you shall see your 
family within five days.’ 
Agreed to Make Treaty. 
“I said to Gen. Miles: 
‘All the offi­ 
cers that have been in charge of the 
I Indians have talked that way, and it 
sounds like a story to me; I hardly 
believe you.’ He said: 
‘This time it 
is the truth.’ 
I said: 
‘Gen. Miles, I 
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because we felt that every man s hand 
was against us. lf we returned to the 
reservation we would be put in prison 
and killed: 
if we stayed in Mex­ 
ico they would continue to send sol­ 
diers to fight us; so we gave no quar­ 
ter to any one and asked no favors. 
“After some time we left Gosoda 
and soon were reunited with our tribe 
in the Sierra de Antunez mountains. 
Skirm ishing Every Day. 
“Contrary to our expectations the 
United States soldiers had not left 
the mountains in Mexico, and were 
soon trailing us and skirmishing with 
us almost every day. 
Four or five 
times they surprised our camp. 
One 
time they surprised us about nine 
o’clock in the morning, captured all 
our horses tl9 in number) and secured 
our store of dried meats. 
We also 
lost three Indians in this encounter. 
About the middle of the afternoon of 
the same day we attacked them from 
the rear as they were passing through 
a prairie—killed one soldier, but lost 
none ourselves. 
In this skirmish we 
recovered all our horses except three 
that belonged to me. The three horses 
that we did not recover were the best 
riding horses we had. 
“Soon after this scouts from Capt. 
wmmmmm 
— - —_____________ 
— 
Lawton’* troops told us that he wished 
I Lad been let alone I would now have I to make a tpeaty with us; but I knew 
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do not know the laws of the white 
man. nor of this new country where 
you are to send me, and I might break 
their laws.’ 
He said: 
‘While I live 
you will not be arrested.* 
Then I 
agreed to make the treaty. 
Since I 
have been a prisoner of war I have 
been arrested and placed in the guard­ 
house twice for drinking whisky. 
“We stood between his troopers and 
my warriors. We placed a large stone 
on the blanket before us. Our treaty 
was made by this stone, and it was 
to last till the stone should crumble 
to dust; so we made the treaty, and 
bound each other with an oath. 
“I do not believe that I have ever 
violated that treaty, but Gen. Miles 
never fulfilled his promises. 
"When we had made the treaty 
Gen. Miles said to me: 
My brother, 
you have in your mind how you are 
going to kill men, and other thoughts 
of war: I want you to put that out of 
your mind and change your thoughts 
to peace.’ 
“Then I agreed and gave up my arms. 
I said: 
‘I will quit the warpath and 
live at peace hereafter.* 
“Then Gen. Miles swept a spot of 
ground clear with his hand and said: 
‘Your past deeds shall be wiped out 
like this and you wFl start a now 
life.’ ” 


Kabakon is the new Eden. 
The Order of the Sun has estab­ 
lished there the strangest colony on 
the face of the earth; 
a colony 
in 
which all go naked, all admit the sun 
the source of all life, aud all subsist 
upon cocoanuts—for they say the co­ 
coanut is the sun’s representative on 
earth, the life-giver, the healer—the 
spirit of Sol. The cocoa palm is the 
mother of humanity; the sun is its 
creator. 
In the Palm Theater of Pure Na­ 
tural Life is the seat of government of 
the International Colonial Empire of 
Fruitarianism, founded by the Order 
of the Sun, and there the naked hosts, 
Christians, who until a few 
months 
ago wore clothes, worship the 
sun, 
not as a god, but as the giver of all 
life and the healer of the sick. 


Tropical Fruit in Rich 
Profusion on the Island 
The island of Kabakon is in German 
New Guinea and belongs to the New 
Lauenburg group, which is situated in 
the 
Bismarck 
archipelago, between 
New Pommern and New Mecklenburg. 
It is one mile from Herbertshoehe, the 
seat of the government, and half a 
mile from Mioko, where 
there are 
many large 
warehouses filled 
with 
many had goodies from all the world 
around for many big and little people 
who have not yet adopted the simple 
life and cocoanuts of Kabakon. 
Co­ 
coanuts are defined§ by 
Mr. Engel- 
hardt as the idea, the spirit of the 
sun constituted in 
plant form, and 
they are the f'#et par excellence for 
the members of the Order of the Sun. 
Kabakon yields many cocoanuts and 
many other sweets of nature. It is a 
big cocoanut, 
banana and papaya 
plantation of 7.000 trees, 165 acres in 
size, with extraordinary fertility, and 
bearing incidentally all the other fa­ 
mous tropical fruits, mangoes, bread- 
stuffs, 
pineapples, oranges, 
lemons, 
and has a good annual crop of sweet 
potatoes, too, yams, taron, sugar cane, 
tallia nuts, gallip, and other tropical 
oddities. 
“Let us join together in the tropics,’’ 
* cries August Engelhard!, founder of 
the Order of the Sun. of the Interna­ 
tional Colonial Empire of Fruitarian­ 
ism, and of the Palm Temple of Pure 
Natural Life, and purchaser and sole 


total area which we can reach with 
our boats covers 
many 
thousand 
miles. 
Colonists Work Only When 
They Are So Inclined. 
“The climate is not changeable. A 
large, well 
selected 
library is 
at 
our disposal. 
We always are naked, 
therefore the heat <Joes not affect 
us. 
Besides, uncooked foods do not 
produce thirst, especially when one 
has the opportunity of sea 
bathing 
at any time. Mr. Engelhard! is most 
tolerant toward those who hold differ­ 
ent opinions. 
Physical work Is not 
compulsory. 
We work when we feel 
inclined. 
The rest of the time we 
superintend the operations of the na­ 
tives and do mental work. Our lives 
are characterized by the absence of 
the hurry and worry of civilization. 
Our colony is conducted on commun­ 
istic lines; each colonist becomes part 
proprietor." 
The conditions for admission to the 
sun order are, first, recommendations 
of two “respectable, credible" persons 
who are to be “approbated by the 
leader of the sun order;” secondly, a 
payment of about $250 for such as 
are able to pay, ‘‘for less wealthy 
people, corresponding to ‘heir prop­ 
erty, for poor fruit eaters nothing. 
In the first line the sun order wants 
men of noble, excellent character;’’ 
thirdly, the disposition of about $150 
with the imperial government at Her­ 
bertshoehe in case of their quitting 
the colony of having need of the 
money in emergency; fourth, every 
colonist must bo fruitarian, that is, 
he must live on nuts and fruit; fifth, 
a biographical sketch aud photograph 
are required. 


Hope Is to Bring Forth 
a Perfect Race of Men. 
"All 
fruit eaters,” observes 
Mr. 
Engeih&rdt, “can live 
a 
permanent 
naked life like myself, join nature in 
every respect. 
Magnificent sea and 
sand baths complete the continual sun 
and air baths in the best manner.” 
It has been thought by some of the 
uninitiated public that marriage is 
forbidden at Kabakon; but, on the 
contrary, family life is encouraged, 
and it is the hope of the colony to 
furnish a nucleus to the world of 
sane, honorable, healthy and pure 


at Nuremberg and afterward studied 
mathematics and science at Munich. 
Then he lived a number of years at 
Nuremberg, occupying himself as an 
author. 
About the year 1900 he be­ 
came a vegetarian. 
From childhood 
up he had been weakly of constitution, 
and ever since 1894 he had busied 
himself with medicine and physicians 
in hopes of gaining strength. 
He 
tried all corts of dietaries and after 
vegetarianism took to a pure fruit 
regimen, and then milk and cream. 
Cocoanut Declared the 
Proper Food for Mankind. 
“Just as mother’s milk is the one 
proper and natural food of the suck­ 
ling babe so the cocoanut is the one 
natural and proper food for the man. 
The cocoanut palm is his mother, it 
is his kitchen and his cellar. 
In its 
fruits it bestows upon him a nutri­ 
ment whereby alone the greatest and 
highest of his bodily and spiritual 
powers may 
he 
awakened.” 
Mr. 
Engelhardt made experiments with the 
other fruits and nuts, but from none 
received the satisfactory results which 
inspired his foundation of the cocoa­ 
nut colony. 
It was in November, 1901, that the 
founder of the Order of the Sun left 
Germany in search of a tropical resi­ 
dence, thinking it might be Ceylon, 
and it was in 1902 that he landed 
upon the happy isle of Kabakon. 
A 
year later, on the 3d of March, 1903, 
he “proclaimed Kabakon an open fruit 
garden and sungrove. 
I will settle 
it with fruit eaters.” 
While comparatively few persons, 
in Mr. Engelhardt’s judgment, now 
may be prepared for such a life as 
the idealities of Kabakon offer, as 
these become better and better known 
everywhere his ideas will be popular­ 
ized and more and more will desire 
to put them into practical execution.

I have an Instrument for measuring 
the length of bees’ tongues which is 
a success, as it is comparatively ac­ 
curate and takes but little time to 
use It The Idea Is original with me, 
but I do not know whether the princi­ 
ple has been used before or not, 
writes a correspondent of Gleanings 
In Bee Culture. 
I take a piece of flne-grained wood, 
about six Inches long, one inch wide, 
one-fifth inch thick at one end, and 
two-fifth at the other end, and make a 
saw-kerf through it, through the thin 
way of the block.

cannot conceive "better conditions for 
an ideal life. 
There are few flies, 
and there absolutely is no dust. Ser­ 
pents and dangerous animals do not 
exist here, hut we have peace lov­ 
ing natives; no cannibalism. There is 
a magnificent panorama on every side, 
mountains over 6,000 feet high, with 
tropical vegetation; it is more beau­ 
tiful than Ceylon. 
Four boats offer 
opportunities for visiting with neigh­ 
boring islands. 
We have friendly re­ 
lations with neighboring firms. 
The 


minded 
men. 
Married 
men 
with 
their families are hence accorded an 
especial welcome. 
The sun order derives its fair name 
from the fact that its members ven­ 
erate the sun as the source of all life, 
"as the visibility of an everlasting be­ 
ing of love and wisdom. 
We do not 
worship the sun after the manner of 
the Parsecs, who live in clothes and 
at sunrise fall prostrate 
on 
their 
knees on carpets and lift up their 
voices to heaven. We worship the sun 
by our daily life, by a clothesless ex­ 
istence in the full light and life of 
the tropical sun, nourished by the 
fruits that are enriched by the vital­ 
ity of the sunshine, the sacred cocoa- 
nuts.

he remained until he foresook house 
and town, coat and shoe, and assumed 
the airy fashions of primitive man­ 
kind, and adopted the diet of the Dar­ 
winian ancestors of men, the merry 
monkeys, who banquet off cocoanuts 
and banyans. 
Mr. Engelhardt was born in Nurem­ 
berg, Bavaria. His father was a man­ 
ufacturer, and a most excellent man. 
His mother was a fine woman. 
She 
gave him careful training. He attend­ 
ed the Latin school and gymnasium 


Jones, on a lowery morning:

Details of the Device. 


and extends the length of the block 
except one-half inch at each end. The 
slot should be made with a small cir­ 
cular saw. 
Take a piece of window glass, six 
by one, and put the crowning side 
tex t the block, and tie it tightly with 
linen thread around the glass and 
block at each end past the slot in the 
block. But before tying on the glass 
measure very accurately the thickness 
of the block near the thin end, and 
make a mark across the Mock just 
where it is twenty-five-one hundredths 
inch thick, also make a mark across 
It near the thick end where it is 
thlrty-flve-one hundredths inch thick; 
now divide the space between these 
marks into ten equal spaces, making 
marks across the block with the point 
of a knife. Number the marks with a 
lead pencil from 25 to 35, then tie the 
glass on over the marks and figures 
as described. Now put it in a vessel 
with some beeswax and set it on the 
stove and melt the wax, and let it 
soak into the wood 15 minutes or so. 
After you have drained the wax out of 
th© groove, scrape the remaining wax 
out of it with a stick and it is ready 
for use. 
To use It, fill 
the 
groove with 
honey; place it on the flight-board of 
a hive whose bees’ tongues you wish 
to measure (there should be but little 
or no honey coming in at the time). 
The bees will eat the honey out of the 
groove as far as they can reach, in 
half an hour or so. 
You can then 
take the instrument, and, by looking 
at the glass side, you can see how far 
the bees have licked the honey off the 
glass, and the mark at this point will 
indicate the length of the tongue in 
one hundredths of an inch. 
Of course, the bee’s jaws will go 
into the groove some distance, I think 
about nine-one hundredths inch; but 
you can get the relative length of the 
tongues, which is good enough for 
practical purposes. 


There will be a strong temptation 
to market the old sow this fall on ac­ 
count of the high price of pork. Many 
are of the opinion that their hog busi­ 
ness is more profitable when the sows 
are turned off after raising a litter or 
two and the breeding stock chosen 
from the youngsters, says the Swine 
Breeder’s Journal. 
In this way one 
gets rid of the expense of feeding the 
old sows during the late fall and win­ 
ter months. 
The young ones must 
be fed fairly well in any event, wheth­ 
er they be intended for breeding pur­ 
poses or for the meat market, and it 
certainly is the most economical from 
the feed standpoint to let the old sows 
go and fill the breeding pens with 
young ones. 
We do not favor this practice, how­ 
ever, even under present conditions. 
Of course there will be plenty of sows 
in the corn belt this fall that 
are 
worth $25 or $30 each for meat, and 
where 15 or 20 old sows are kept over 
It is true that some capital is tied up 
in time. 
Nevertheless, we believe in 
the fixed policy of keeping over the 
best old sows. Select those that bring 
through a good litter of uniform pigs. 
There is no question that the old sow 
will raise more pigs, ar.d raise them 
better, than a young one. 
Further­ 
more, by continuing the practice of 
breeding from mature sows, it will 
materially contribute to keeping up 
stamina and constitutional vigor. 
There is a growing belief among 
many swine men that the reduction in 
stamina of certain breeds is not so 
much due to the practice of inbreed­ 
ing as it is to the mistake of contin­ 
ually breeding from young stock; that 
is, from young sows and from young 
males. 
Some of our best breeders 
have found by using mature stock al­ 
ways. and by inbreeding sensibly they 
can fix desirable characteristics only 
In this way. If anyone would take the 
time to examine any good pure bred 
swine herd he would find that the own­ 
er believes in the plan of breeding 
from mature animals. While the man 
who raises hoes for the meat market 
has a radically different object 
in 
view, yet we believe that the same 
principles apply and that the profits 
In the end will be longer when the 
plan of keeping the old sows as long 
as they are able to raise large and 
miform litters is enforced.

System of Piping Which Brings Com* 
fort and Ease to One Farmer. 


The farmer that looks upon poultry 
In the same light as he looks upon 
any other part of his farm equipment 


I is In a good way to make money out 
of his birds, declares the Farmers’ 
Review. It is unusual, however, to 
find a farmer that will not 
neglect 
his poultry in preference to anything 
else on the farm. 
The farm fowl 
can most easily make money for her 
owner, as it does not require a large 
average production of eggs to net her 
owner at least one dollar profit dur­ 
ing the year. 
Under existing prices 
this will be done, lf the average pro­ 
duction is about IOO eggs, which is 
a low average on which to figure. 
Where the fowls are kept prop' ’v 
and properly weeded out. so tha 
e 
old hens do not become the majoi j*or- 
tion of the flock, the average produc­ 
tion of eggs can easily he made 25. 
These figures sound small, for many 
claim averages of from 150 to 200 per 
year per hen, but we do not believe 
that these are fair averages. 
The 
average for the farm flock is 
much 
lower than the average for carefully 
handled flocks, on which most of such 
figures are based. It is true, however, 
that if old birds are excluded it is 
common to get about 125 eggs per 
fowl. 
The extra 25 eggs per fowl are 
all profit 
They do not count very 
much on one fowl, but on the en­ 
tire flock they make a good showing, 
as the money they represent may be 
added to the profit figured on the 
IOO eggs.

The county court of Linn county al­ 
lows Mrs. B. M. Cushman four dollars 
a month as an allowance to assist her 
in caring for her, a task by no means 
easy or to be desired. The old Indian 
woman was born in Linn county, on 
the banks of the Calapooia river, near 
Crawfordsville, where she spent her 
childhood days, never having left the 
scenes of her early life for any great 
length of time. 
With her will pass away the last of 
the Calapooias. an Indian tribe that 
w’as always friendly to the whites, 
often assisting them in their warfare 
against other hostile tribes and chief­ 
tains. 
"Indian Lize” is the last

The story 
of the birth of steamboat navigation J 
is one filled with the rivalries 
and I 
jealousies of inventors who had tor 
years been struggling with the prob­ 
lem of the application of steam 
to 
navigation of ships, and the contro­ 
versy as to who was the original in­ 
ventor of steam navigation has been 
thrashed over and over from that 
time to this. 
But however strong the claims of 
Rumsey, who tried a steam driven 
vessel upon the Potomac, in l.8<*. or 
John Pitch, or Patrick Millar, or Na­ 
than Read, or even Robert L. Stevens, 
who navigated a paddle-wheel steamer 
on the Hudson only a few days after 
the successful trip of Fulton, it has 
been practically conceded that Rob­ 
ert Fulton is entitled to the credit for 
the first practical application of steam 
as a propelling power for vessels. 
That the memory of the great in­ 
ventor may be perpetuated, the Rob­ 
ert Fulton Monument association pro­ 
poses to erect on the banks of the 
Hudson a marble and bronze monu­ 
ment to cost $000,000.

sults of Fulton's invention, the idea 
being that all industries have been 
developed with more or less rapid­ 
ity through the application of steam 
to navigation, and that through the 
same agency tin* four quarters of the 
earth have been brought together in 
commerce and intercourse. 
The design shows a heroic figure 
of Fulton contemplating a model 
of 
the Clermont, surmounting a shaft 
in which is supposed to he a wind­ 
ing stairway to the observation land­ 
ing. 
At th€7 base of the shaft are sym­ 
bolized the various spheres of human 
industry, and the corners of the base 
are 
ornamented

The story of Robert Fulton’s strug­ 
gle with the problem of steam naviga­ 
tion is an interesting one, his earlier 
attempts proving failures, 
as 
did 
those, of numerous other inventors at 
work on the same problem. 
As a boy Fulton was filled with the 
idea of boats and boat propulsion, and 
at the age of 13 he had constructed 
paddle-wheels which he applied with 
success to a fishing boat. 
He had a 
strong artistic bent, and several years 
of his young manhood were spent in 
painting miniature 
portraits, 
land­ 
scapes, etc., besides making mechan­ 
ical and architectural drawings. 
At 
the age of 21 he went 
to 
London, 
where he practiced his art, and it was 
there that he began his experiments 
in mechanics under the patronage of 


which 
brig. 
Soon after this Fulton returned to 
the United States and continued his 
experiments with torpedoes, and the 
government appropriated $5,000 for 
the testing of his torpedoes and sub­ 
marine explosives. 
As early as 1793 Fulton had turned 
his attention to steam navigation, hut 
it was not until ten years later that 
his efforts took any tangible shape. 
Then with the financial assistance of j 
Chancellor Livingston, he launched a 
steamboat on the Seine, which, ow­ 
ing to faulty construction of the frame, 
immediately sank. 
Another boat was 
built, with the old machinery, and a 
trial trip was made, but no great 
sliced was attained. 
However, encouraged by this par­ 
tial success, Fulton ordered an 
en­ 
gine to he sent to the United States, 
and returned to this country to con­ 
tinue his experiments. 
Early in tho 
spring of 1807 the boat which was 
to navigate the Hudson, and especially 
the system of steam navigation, was 
completed at a ship yard on the East 
river. 
The engine was put in later, 
and on August ll, of that year, the 
Clermont steamed up the Hudson to 
Albany, the voyage 
occupying 
32 
hours. 
Thus was the world given 
the first steamboat of practical value, 
and the credit and honor for the 
great achievement are 
undoubtedly 
due to Robert Fulton. 
For this reason it seems fitting that 
the centennial of that notable achieve- j 
ment should he fharked by the erec­ 
tion of a monument to the great in­ 
ventor. 
At the Jamestown exposition 
next year it is planned to observe 
Robert Fulton day, when the navies 
of the world will he represented in 
Hampton Roads, and a naval review 
surpassing anything yet seen will be 
witnessed. 
Cornelius Vanderbilt, who 
is the president of the monument as­ 
sociation, will sail at the head of the 
ships of war in his yacht. 
The design of the Fulton monument 
is by Leopold Bracony, and it is pro­ 
posed to raise the sum necessary to 
its creation in marble and bronze in 
small subscriptions, and to place the 
names of all donors of ten dollars or 
more upon bronze tablets with which 
the inner walls of the tomb, where 
the remains of the inventor will rest, 
are to be lined. 


New- York.—The most remarkable 
escape from death by drowning and

But when the mud scow' had been 
towed nearly to its destination and 
the deck hands were 
adjusting 
the 
dumping apparatus at the 
bottom, 
they were startled to find a hand­ 
somely dressed young woman in one 
of the pockets. 
Miss day had been 
literally scooped out of the water by 
the dumping machinery, which had 
been left open after tile scow 
had 
discharged its last load at sea. 
The party 
was 
returning 
from 
Sheepshead bay, and. although a stiff 
gale was blowing and the seas were 
running high, all went well until the 
engines of tin* launch gave out. 
All 
night long the litth* craft drifted help­ 
le ssly in the bay. The women suffered 
severely from the exposure. 
When 
daylight came a tug with two scows 
in tow was seen making directly 
for 
them. 
They called loudly for help, 
1 hut the tug swept by, and apparently 
they were not seen by those on hoard. 
So close did the tug run that the wind 
drove the second scow 
against

launch and caused it to upset. The 
eight passengers were thrown into the 
water, but the tug did not stop.

WROUGHT BY TORNADO 


Havana Oct. 20—The cyclone which 


began 
here 
Wednesday 
afternoon 


reached its full fury on Thursday eve- 
ning. 
The greatest damage occurred in the. 


harbor along the docks. A number of 
smaller and lighter crafts were sunk 
and some small houses were blown 
down. The total number of deaths were 
twenty, all Cubans of the poorer class.

A significant word from Cuba since 


Secretary Taft went there in effort 
to bring about amicable settlement of 
the revolution la that in many cases 
the Insurgents are beconitng restless, 
the discipline isx bad and many are 
breaking up into bands tor the pur- 
pose oE independent movement with 
view to plunder. The fact ot the mat- 
ter Is that many of the revolutionists 
are what might be called freebooters 
and cut-throats, and have welcomed 
the present state of disaffection In 
Cuba as affording them an opportunity 
for their lawless deeds, such aa they 
enjoyed In the ."good old days"'under 
Spanish rnle when murder and rapine 
were events of every day occurrence. 


Prom its earliest history there has 


existed In Cuba uuch lawless class of. 
people. 
At one time a few genera- 


tions aso, they intested tile coast as 
pirates, swooping down with their lit- 
tle sloops or schooners upon all un-

portunity has occurred they have com- 
mitted deeds o( shocking ferocity, 
scarcely equaled by those of the sav- 
age Indians on our frontier when they 
were upon the warpath in their most 
palmy days.

New York Herald. 


Mr. Barrett, after gaining the confi- 


dence of the old Apache, led him to 
tell of his birth, his early days and 
Us warfare on other Indians-and pale- 
Faces. 


Of his battles with Miles and Crook, 


of what he calls the Injustice done to 
the Indian, the old savage writes: 


"Perhaps the greatest wrong ever 


done to the Indians was the treat- 
ment received by our tribe from the 
United States troops about 1863. The 
chief of our tribe, Mangus Colorado 
went to make a treaty of peace for our 
people with the white settlement at 
Apache Tejo, N. M. It had been re- 
ported to us that the white men In 
this settlement were more friendly 
and more reliable than those In Arl 
zona. that they would live up to their 
treaties end would not wrong the In 
diana. 
"Mangua-Colorado, with three othe 


warriors, went to Apache Tejo am 
held a council with these citizens and 


•A few day* after this we were 


again attacked by another company of 
United Statea troop*. Just before this 
flght we had been joined by a band of 
Chokonen Indiana under Cochlae, who 
took command of both dlvlslona. We 


ere repulsed and decided to disband. 
"After we had disbanded our tribe 


the Bedonkohe Apaches reaaaembled 
near their old camp, vainly waiting 
'or the return of Mangua-Colorado and 
our kinsmen. No tldlnga came save 
that they had all been treacherously 
slain. Then a council was held, and 
as It was believed that Mangus-Colo- 
rado was dead I was elected tribe 
chief." 
Geronimo then relates the tale of 


his capture by American acouta, of his 
Imprisonment for four months and hla 
subaequent rejease. He continues: 


Feared Further Imprisonment. 


"In the summer of 1883 a rumor 


was current that tb« 
officers 
were 


again planning to Imprison our lead 
era. This rumor served to revive the 
memory of all our past wrongs—the 
massacre In the tent at Apache Pass, 
the fate of Mangus-Colorado, and my 
own 
unjust imprisonment, 
which 


might easily have been death to me. 
Just at this time we were told that 
the officers wanted us to come up the 
river above Geronimo to a fort (Fort 
Thomas) to hold a council with them. 
We did not believe that any good 
could come of this conference, or that 
there was any need of it, so we held 


been In food clrcum*tance*. but ID 
stead ot that you and the Mexican* 
are hunting me with soldiers.' He 
said: 'I never gave any each orders; 
the troops at Fort Apache, wbo spread 
thl* report, knew that It /was untrue.' 
Then I agreed to go back with him to 
San Carlo*. 
"It wa» hard for me to believe him 


at that time. Now I know that what 
he said was untrue, and I firmly be- 
lieve that be did Issue the order* for 
me to be put in prison or to be killed 
In case I offered resistance. 


"We started with all'bur tribe to go 


with Gen. Crook back to the United 
State*, but I feared treachery and con- 
cluded to remain In Mexico. We were 
not under any guard at thl* time. 
The United Statea troops marched In 
front and the Indians fqllowed, and 
when we became suspicion* we turned 
back. I do not know how far the 
United State* army went after myself 
and some warriors turned back before 
we were missed, and I do not care.

When he came back to our settlement 
he assembled the whole tribe In coun- 


. I did not believe that the people 


at Apache Tejo would do as they said 
and therefore I opposed the plan, but 
t was decided that with part of the 
rlbe Mangus-Colorado should return 
o Apache Tejo and receive an issue 
of rations and supplies. If they were 
as represented, and If these white 
men would keep the treaty faithfully, 
the remainder of the tribe would join 
lim and we would make our perma- 
nent home at Apache Tejot I was to 
remain In charge of that portion of 
;he tribe which stayed In Arizona. We 
gave almost all of our arms and am- 
munition to the party going to Apache 
Tejo, so that In case there should be 
treachery they would be prepared for 
my surprise. Mangus-Colorado and 
bout half of our people went to New 
Mexico, happy that now they bad 
found white men who would be kind 
to them, and with whom they could 
live in peace and plenty. 


Claims Comrades Were Slain. 
No word ever came to use from 


them. From other sources, however, 
we heard that they had been treacher- 
ously captured and slain. In this di- 
lemma we did not know just exactly 
what to do, but fearing that the troops 
who had captured them would attack 
us, we retreated Into the mountains 
near Apache Tejo. 


"During the weeks that followed 


the departure of our people we had 
been in suspense, and, falling to pro- 
vide more supplies, had exhausted all 
Of our store of provisions. This w#s 
another reason for moving camp. On 
this retreat, while passing through the 
mountains, we discovered four men 
with a herd of cattle. Two of the men 
were In front In a buggy and two 
were behind on horseback. We killed 
all four, but did not scalp them; they 
were not warriors. We drove the cat- 
tle back Into the mountains, made a 
camp .and began to kill the cattle and 
pack the meat. 


Before we had finished this work 


we were surprised and attacked by 
Dnlted States troops, who killed In 


Tree That Give* Light. 


Among freaks of nature In 
trees 


there stands conspicuous one known 
as the Asiatic star tree. It Is enor- 
mously tall, growing to a height of 
from 60 feet to 80 feet, while from the 
ground up to a distance of about 40 
feet the trunk Is perfectly bare. From 
that point there spring a number of 
tangled limbs, which shoot out clus- 
ters of long, pointed leaves, and It Is 
these, grouped together, that emit at 
night a clear, phosphorescent light 
This gives the tree a spectral appear- 
ance, and Is very deceiving to travel- 
ers, who frequently mistake the glow 
for an illuminated window of a house 
The light Is not brilliant, but Is of 
sufficient strength to allow of a news- 
paper being read by it. It does not 
flicker, but glows steadily from *un*et 
to daybreak. 


ill seven Indians— one warrior, three 
women and three children. The gov- 
ernment troops were mounted, and so 
were we, but we were poorly armed, 
having given most of our weapons to 
the division of our tribe that had gone 
to Apache Tejo, so we fought mainly 
with spears, bows, and arrows. At 
first I had a spear, a bow and a few 
arrows, but In a short time my spear 
and all my arrows were gone. Once 
I was wounded, but by dodging from 
side to side of my horse as he ran I 
neaped. During this fight we scat- 
tered In all directions and two days 
later reassembled at our appointed 
place of rendezvous, about 60 miles 
from the scene of this battle. 


Fought With Rocks and Clubs." 
"About ten days later the flame 


United States troops attacked our 
new camp at sunrise. The fight lasted 
all day, but our arrows and spears 
were all gone before ten o'clock and 
tor the remainder of the day we had 
only rocks and clubs with which to 
figtit. We could do little damage with 
these weapons, and at night we moved 
our camp about four miles back into 
the mountains, where It would be hard 
for the cavalry to follow us. The next 
day our soouti, who had been left be- 
hind to observe the movements ot the 
•oldlera, returned, saying that the 
troops had gone back toward 
Ban 


Carlo* reservation.

die on the warpath than to be killed 
In prison. 
"There were In all about 250 In- 


dians, chiefly the Bedonkohe and Ned- 
ni Apaches, led by myself and Whoa, 
We went through Apache Pass, and 
just west of there had a flght with the 
United States troops. In this battle 
we killed thiee soldiers and lost none. 


"We went on toward Old Mexico, 


but on the second day after this Unit- 
ed States soldiers oveitook us about 
three o'clock In the afternoon and we 
fought until dark. The ground where 
we were attacked was very rough, 
which was to our advantage, for the 
troops were compelled to dismount In 
order to fight us. 1 do not know how 
many soldiers we killed, but we lost 
only one warrior and three children. 
We had plenty of guns and ammuni- 
tion at this time. Many of the guns 
and much ammunition we had 
ac- 


cumulated while living In the reserva- 
tion, and the remainder we had ob- 
tained 
from 
the 
White Mountain 


Apaches when we left the reservation. 


"The troops did not follow us any 


longer, so we went south almost 
to 


Casa Grande and camped In the Sierra 
de Saharlpa mountains. 
We ranged 


In the mountains of Old Mexico for 
about a year, then returned to San 
Carlos, taking with us a herd of cat- 
tle and horses. 


Horses and Cattle Seized. 


"Soon after we arrived at San Car- 


los the officer In charge. Gen. Crook, 
took the horses and cattle away from 
us. I told him that these were not 
white men's cattle, but belonged to us, 
for we had taken them from the Mex- 
icans during our wars. 
I also told 


him that we did not Intend to kill 
these animals, but that we wished to 
keep them and raise stock on our 
range 
He would not listen to me, 


.but took the stock. I went up near 
Fort Apache and Gen. Crook ordered 
officers, soldiers and scouts to see that 
I was arrested. If I offered resistance 
they were Instructed to kill me 


"This information was brought to 


me by the Indians. When I learned 
of this proposed action I left for Old 
Mexico, and about four hundred In- 
diana went with me. They were the 
Bedonkohe, 
Chokenen 
and 
Nednl 


Apaches. 
At this time Whoa was 


numerous. We had skirmishes almosl 
every day, and so we finally decided 
to break up Into small bands. With 
six men and four women I made foi 
the range of mountains near Ho 
Springs, New Mexico. We passed 
many cattle ranches, but had no trou 
ble with the cowboys. We killed cat 
tie to eat whenever we were In neei 
of food, but we frequently sufferei 
greatly for water. At one tme we 
had no water for two days and night 
and our horses almost died trom thlrsl 
We ranged In the mountans of New 
Mexico for some time; then, think 
Ing that perhaps the troops had lef 
Mexico, we returned. On our return 
through Old Mexico we attacked ever 
Mexican found, even If for no othe 
reason than to kill. We believed the 
had asked the United States troops t 
come to Mexico to flght us. 
"South of Casa Grande, near a plac 


called by the Indians Gosoda,' ther 
was a road leading ont from the town

Gen. Mile*' Promise*. 


"When I arrived at their camp 1 


went directly to Gen. Mile* and told" 


im how I had been wronged and I 
anted to return to the United State* 


with my people, as we wished to *ee- 
ur families, who had been captured 
and taken away from us. Gen. Mile*, 
said to me: 
'The president of the- 


Jnited State* ha* sent me to speak to 
ou. He has heard of your trouble, 
ith the white men, and say* that if 


you will agree to a few words of treaty 
we need have no more trouble. Ge- 
ronimo, If you will agree to a few- 
words of treaty all will be satisfac- 
torily arranged.' 
"Then he talked with me for a long: 


time and told me what he would do 
for me In the future If I would agree 
to the treaty. I did not hardly believe. 
Gen. Miles, but because the president 
of the United States had sent me word; 
I agreed to make the treaty and to 
keep it. Then I aaked Gen. Miles what 
the treaty would be. Gen. Miles *ald 
to me: 'I will take you under govern, 
ment protection. 
I will build you a 


house. I will fence you much land. 
I will give you cattle, horses, mules, 
and farming Implements. You will he- 
furnished with men to work the farm, 
for you yourself will not have to work. 
In the fall I will send you blanket*, 
and clothing, so that you will not Buf- 
fer from cold In the winter time. 
"'There Is plenty of timber, water- 


and grass In the land to which I will 
send you. You wJll live with your 
tribe and with your family. 
If you 


agree to this treaty you shall see your 
family within five days.' 


Agreed to Make Treaty. 


"I said to Gen. Miles: 'All the offi- 


cers that have been In charge of the 
Indians have talked that way, and It 
sounds like a story to me; I hardly- 
belleve you.' He said: 'This time it 
Is the truth.' I said: 'Gen. Miles, 1

with me We went south Into Sonora because we felt that every man s hand 
and camped in the mountains.

estimated that about two thousand 
soldiers were ranging these mountains 
seeking to capture us. 


Interview with Gen. Crook. 


"Gen. Crook had come down Into 


Mexico with the United Statea troops. 
They were camped in the Sierra de 
Antunez mountains. Scouts told me 
that Gen. Crook wished to see me and 
I went to hi* camp. When I arrived 
Gen Crook said to me, 'Why did you 
•eave the reservation?' I »aid: 'You 
told me that I might live In the reser- 
vation the same as white people lived. 
One year I raised a crop ot corn, and 
gathered and stored It, and the next 
year I put In a crop of oat», and when 
the crop was almost ready to harvest 
you told your soldiers to put me In 
prison, and If I resisted to krll me. If 
l tad been let atone I would now have 


reservation we would be put In prison 
and killed; 
If we stayed in Mex- 


ico they would continue to send sol- 
diers to flght us; so we gave no quar- 
ter to any one and asked no favors. 


"After some time we left Qosoda 


and soon were reunited with our tribe 
In the Sierra de Antunez mountains. 


Skirmishing Every Day. 


"Contrary to our expectations the 


United States soldiers had not left 
the mountains In Mexico, and,were 
soon trailing us and skirmishing with 
us almost every day. Four or five 
times they surprised our camp. One 
time they surprised us about nine 
o'clock In the morning, captured all 
our horses (19 In number) and secured 
our store of dried meats. We also 
lost three Indians In this encounter. 
About the middle of the afternoon of 
the same day we attacked them from 
the rear as they were passing through 
a prairie—killed one soldier, but lost 
none ourselves. In this skirmish we 
recovered all our horse* except three 
that belonged to me. The three horses 
that we did not recover were the best 
riding hone* we had. 


"Soon' after thl* scouts from Capt. 


Lawton'* troop* told u* that he wished 
to make a tntty wlta ui; but 1 knew 


do not know the law* of the white 
man, nor Of thi* new country where 
ou are to send me, and I might break 
their laws.' He said: 'While I Uv» 
you will not be arrested.' 
Then I 


agreed to make the treaty. Since I 
have been a prisoner ot war I have 
been arrested and placed in the guard- 
house twice for drinking whisky. 


"We stood between his troopers and 


my warriors. We placed a large atone 
on the blanket before ua. Our treat/ 
was made by this stone, and it waa 
to last till the stone should crumble 
to dust; so we made the treaty, and 
bound each other with an oath. 


"I do not believe that I have ever 


violated that treaty, but Gen. Mllea 
never fulfilled his promises. 


"When we had made the treaty 


Gen. Miles said to me: 
'My brother, 


you have In your mind how you are 
going to kill men, and other thought* 
of war; 1 want you to put that out ot 
your mind and change your thought* 
to peace.' 
"Then I agreed and gave up my arm*. 


I said: 'l will quit the warpath and 
live at peace hereafter.' 


"Then Gen. Mile* awept a *pot of 


ground clear with his band and said: 
•Your past deed* shall be wiped out 
like this and you w*l start • new 
life."'

colonist must be fruitarian, that Is, 
he must live on nxits and fruit; fifth, 
a biographical sketch and photograph 
are required 
Hope Is to Bring Forth 


a Perfect Race of Men. 


"All 
fruit eaters." observes 
Mr 


Engelhaidt, "can live a permanent 
naked life like mjself, join nature in 
every respect. 
Magnificent sea and 


sand baths complete the continual sun 
and air baths in the best manner." 
It has been thought by some of the 
uninitiated public that marriage Is 
forbidden at Kabakon; but, on the 
contrary, family life Is encouraged, 
and It is the hope of the colony to 
furnish a nucleus to the world of 
sane, honorable, healthy and pure 


at Nuremberg and afterward studied 
mathematics and science at Munich. 
Then he lived a number of years at 
Nuremberg, occupying himself as an 
author. 
About the year 1900 he be- 


came a vegetarian. 
From childhood 


up he had been weakly of constitution, 
and ever since- 1894 he had busied 
himself with medicine and physicians 
in hopes of gaining strength.

A 
year later, on the 3d of March, 1903, 
he "proclaimed Kabakon an open fruit 
garden and sungrove. 1 will settle 
it with fruit eaters"

Detail* of the Device. 


and extends the length of the block 
except one-half Inch at each end. The 
slot should be made with a small cir- 
cular saw. 


Take a piece of window glass, six 


by one, and put the crowning side 
lext the block, and tie It tightly with 
linen thread around the glass and 
block at each end past the slot in the 
block. But before tying on the glass 
measure very accurately the thickness 
ot the block near the thin end, and 
make a mark across the Mock just 
where It is twenty-five-one hundredths 
Inch thick, also make a mark across 
It near the thick end where it is 
thlrty-flve-one hundredths inch thick; 
now divide the space between these 
marks Into ten equal spaces, making 
marks across the block with the point 
pt a knife. Number the marks with a 
lead pencil from 26 to 35, then tie the 
glass on over the marks and figures 
as described. Now put it In a vessel 
with some beeswax and set ft on Che 
stove and melt the wax, and let it 
soak into the wood 15 minutes or so. 
After you have drained the wax out of 
the groove, scrape the remaining wax 
nut of It with a stick and it Is ready 
for us«. 


To use it, fill the groove with 


honey; place It on the flight-board of 
a hive whose bees' tongues you wish 
to measure (there should be but little 
or no honey coming In at the time). 
The bees will eat the honey out ot the 
groove as far as they can reach, In 
half an hour or so. 
You can then 


take the instrument, and, by looking 
at the glass side, you can see how far 
the bees have licked the honey off the 
glass, and the mark at this point will 
Indicate the length of the tougue in 
one hundredths of an inch. 


Of couise, the bee's jaws will go 


Into the groove some distance, I think 
about nine one hundredths inch; but 
you can get the relative length of the 
tongues, which Is good enough for 
practical purposes 


POULTRY ON THE FARM. 


KEEP THE OLD SOW OVER. 


Same Wise Advice In Reference to 


the Management of the Piggery. 


There will be a strong temptation 


to market the old sow this fall on ac- 
count of the high price of pork. Many 
are of the opinion that their hog busi- 
ness Is more profitable when the sows 
are turned oft after raising a Utter or 
wo and the breeding stock chosen 
from the youngsters, says the Swine 
Breeder's Journal. 
In this way one 


gets rid of the expense of feeding the 
old sows during the late fall and win- 
ter months. 
The young ones must 


be fed.-fatrly well In any event, wheth- 
er they-be Intended for breeding pur- 
poses or for the meat market, and It 
certainly Is the most economical from 
the feed standpoint to let the old sows 
so and fill the breeding pens with 
young onen. 
We do not favor this practice, how- 


ever, even under present conditions. 
Of course there will be plenty of sows 
In the corn belt this fall that 
are 


worth $25 or $30 eacb lor meat, and 
where IB or 20 old »o»s are kept over 
It la true that some capital Is tied up 
In time. Nevertheless, w,e believe In 
the fixed policy of keeping over the 
best old sows. Select those that bring 
through a good litter of uniform pigs. 
There Is no question that the old sow 
will raise more pigs, ard raise them 
better, than a young one. Further- 
more, by continuing the practice of 
breeding from mature sows, It will 
materially contribute to keeping up 
stamina and constitutional vfgor. 


There is a growing belief among 


many swine men that the reduction In 
stamina of certain breeds Is not so 
much due to the practice of Inbreed- 
ing as It Is to the mistake of contin- 
ually breeding from young stock; that 
is, from young sows and from young 
males. 
Some of our best breeders 


have found by using mature stock al- 
ways, and by Inbreeding sensibly they 
can fix desirable characteristics only 
>n this way. If anyone would take the 
time to examine any good pure-bred 
swine herd he would find that the own- 
er believes In the plan of breeding 
from mature animals While the man 
who raises hoi;s for the meat market 
has a radically different object 
In 


view, yet we believe that the same 
principles apply and that the profits 
In the end will be longer when the 
plan of keeping the old sows as long 
as they are able to raise large and 
'iniform litters Is enforced. 


They Should Be Considered Part o1 


Money-Making Equipment. 


The farmer that looks upon poultry 


In the same light as he looks upon 
any other part of his farm equipment 
is in a good way to make money out 
of his birds, declares the Farmers' 
Review. It is unusual, however, to 
find a farmer that will not neglect 
his poultry in preference to anything 
else on the farm. 
The farm fowl 


can most easily make money for her 
owner, as it does not require a large 
average production of eggs to net her 
owner at least one dollar profit dur- 
ing the year. 
Under existing prices 


this will be done, If the average pro- 
duction is about 100 eggs, which is 
a low average on which to figure. 


Where the fowls are kept propoily 


end properly weeded out, so th.i I i He 
old hens do not become the majoi i>ur- 
tion of the Bock, the average produc- 
tion of eggs can easily be a: ide U5 
These figures sound small, for many 
claim averages of from ]50 to 200 per 
year per hen, but we do not believe 
that these are fair averages. 
The 


average for the farm flock Is much 
lower than the average for < arefully 
handled flocks, on which most ot such 
figures are based. It la true, however 
that If old birds are excluded it is 
common, to get about 125 eggs per 
fowl. 
The extra 25 eggs per fowl are 


all profit 
They do not count very 


much on one fowl, but on the en 
tire flock they make a good showing 
as the money they represent may be 
added to the profit figured on the 
100 eggs.

Hustling hens are the ones to la; 


eggs for hatching business birds. 


Luck has never yet and never wll 


glut the poultry market with first 
class eggs or fowls. 


Any old hen can lay In the spring 


but for winter business when eggs are 
high it takes the hen planned for In 
advance to do the trick. Now is the 
time to plan hens for next year.

Just 100 years ago next 
August, 


Robert Fulton, utter many years of 
effort, succeeded in making his trip 
on the Hudson in his famous steam- 
driven ship, the Clermont. The story 
.ot the birtj> of steamboat navigation 
'is one fllMti with the rivalries and 
jealousies of inventors who had for 
years been struggling with the prob- 
lem of the application of steam 
to 


navigation of ships, ami the contro- 
versy as to who was the original In- 
ventor of steam navigation has been 
thrashed over and over from that 
time to this. 
But however strong the claims of 


Rumsey. who tried a steam-driven 
vessel upon the Potomac, in 17S5, or 
John Fitch, or Patrick Millar, or Na- 
than Read, or even Robert L. Stevens, 
who navigated a paddle-wheel steamer 
on the Hudson only a few days after 
the successful tup of Fulton, it has 
been inactlcally conceded (hat Rob- 
ert Fulton Is entitled to the credit for 
the first practical application of steam 
as a propelling power for vessels 


That the memory of the great In- 


ventor may be perpetuated, the Rob- 
ert Fulton Monument association pro- 
poses to erect on the banks of the 
Hudson a marble and bronze monu- 
ment to cost $000.000 
The clay mod 


cl of the monument has been com- 
pleted and approved, and now all that 
remains to be done is to raise the 


his art work had brought htm 
in 


touch. 
He patented a mill for sawing 


marble, and later made plans for the 
construction ot cast iron aqueducts, 
and a great work of this kind waa 
buHt, across the river Dee. 


He also patented In England a ma- 


chine for spinning flax, a dredging 
machine, a market or passage boat, a 
dispatch boat, and a trader, am- 
phibious boat, as it was called, to 
be used on canals. 
His treatise on 


the Improvement of Canal Naviga- 
tion, written about this time, 
re- 


ceived wide circulation, and a copy 
was sent to the president of 
the 


United States by the author. 


It may not be generally known that 


Fulton was interested in submarines, 
which of late >ears have occupied so 
much attention, and have 
achieved 


such marked success, but while in 
Fiance, in 1801, he began experiments 
on the Seine with a.boat for subma 
rine navigation, and later conductee 
some experiments at Urest in behalf 
of the French government, but when 
he lulled to blow up the British ves 
scls that sailed along the coast, the 
French officials became disgusted with 
the novel craft. 
England, aroused by these efforts se 


cured the services of the Inventor 
and after testing decided tlie sub 
marine was impracticable, but con- 
sidered bis torpedo of some value,

Soon after tills Fulton returned to 


the United States ami continued his 
experiments with torpedoes, and the 
government appioprlated $3,000 for 
the testing of his torpedoes and sub- 
marine explosives. 


As early as 1T93 Fulton had turned 


his attention to steam navigation, but 
it was not until ten years later that 
his efforts look any tangible shape. 
Then with the financial assistance of 
Chancellor Livingston, he launched a 
steamboat on the Seine, which, ow- 
ing to faulty construction of the frame, 
Immediately sank. Another boat was 
built, with the old machinery, and a 
trial trip was made, but no great 
speed was attained. 


However, encouiaged by this par- 


tial success, Fulton ordered an en- 
gine to be sent to the United States, 
and returned to this country to con- 
tinue his experiments. Early In the 
spring of 1807 the boat which was 
to navigate the Hudson, and especially 
the system oi steam navigation, was 
completed at a ship yard on the East 
river. 
The engine was put in later, 


and on August 11, of that year, the 
Clermont steamed up the Hudson to 
Albany, the voyage 
occup>lng 
32 


hours. 
Thus was the world given 


the first steamboat of practical value, 
and the credit and honor for the 
great achievement are undoubtedly 


ue to Robert Fulton.' 
For this reason It seems fitting that 
le centennial of that notable achleve- 
lent should be (narked by the erec- 
lon of a monument to the great in- 
entor. At the Jamestown exposition 
ext year It is planned to observe 
lobert Fulton day, when the navies 
f the world will be represented in 
Hampton Roads, and a naval review 
urpassing anything yet seen will be 
witnessed. Cornelius Vanderbilt, who 
s the piesident of the monument as- 
sociation, will sail at th« head of the 
ihlps of war In his yacht. 


The design of the Fulton monument 


s by Leopold Braoony, and It is pro- 
posed to raise the sum necessary to 
ts creation in marble and bronze in 
small subscriptions, and to place the 
names of all donors of ten dollars or 
more upon bronze tablets with-which 
the Inner walls ot the tomb, where 
the remains of the Inventor will rest, 
are to be lined.

Living at Brownsville, Ore.—Re- 


member* Arrival of First 


White Settler*. 


Albany, Ore—"Indian Llie." the last 


of the Calapoolas. a once powerful In- 
dian tribe Inhabiting theae parts, re- 
sides in Brownsville, in this county 
She does not know her own age, but 
says that she has a distinct remem- 
brance of the coming of the white 
men and their first settlement in this 
county and valley. Even at that early 
date she was a grown woman and the 
squaw of one of the most powerful and 
important of the Calapoola tribesmen, 
having children 
(papooses) of her 


own. 


Considering these facts, no doubt 


she is well along toward the centu-y 
mark 
Old, decrepit and blind. It la 


necessary to wait on her as if she were 
a child, it being necessary to prepare 
her meals and take them to her, place 
her in bed at nights and see that she 
does not get lost in endeavoi Ing to fol 
low some of the old trails in the neigh 
borhood 


The county court of Linn county al 


lows Mrs B M Cushman foui dollars 
a month as an allowance to assist her 
in caring for her, a task bv no means 
easy or to be desired 
The old Indian 


woman was born in Linn county, on 
the banks of the Calapoola river, near 
Crawfordsville, where she spent her 
childhood davs never having left the 
scenes of her early life for any great 
length of time 


With her will pass away the last of 


the Calapoolas, an Indian tribe that 
was always friendly to the whites, 
often assisting them in their warfare 
against other hostile tribes and chief 
tains 
"Indian Llze" is the last of 


them and In her lonely existence there 
Is much to excite the sympathy of the 
more fortunate ones 
Without tepee, 


husband children or tribesmen, she 
awaits the.call to that 'happy hunt 
Ing ground' and that bourne tc which 
her dear ones and her fathers have 
long ago preceded her 
There Is none 


of the life so dear to every child of 
the forest to beckon her, or children 
and loved ones to care for and protect 
her In her declining years 


The Calapoolas for a long time were 


stationed on the Grand Ronde Indian 
reservation At the oJose of the Rogue 
River Indian war Gen 
Palmer wis 


obliged to separate the 13 tribes at 
the agency on account of war and 
tribal hatred existing among 
them 


selves 
Together with other tribes 


they were removed to the Siletz In 
dlan reservation, fiom which place 
they annually would 
wander hither 


and thither, making pilgrimages to 
the valley towns selling Indian bas 
kets, 
gathering 
blackberries 
and 


working in the hop fields, so as to 
gather sufficient supplies for the win 
ter s cold
